apples, I pidleseedh note of inquiry to 
the Farmers’ Column of the: New York 
Voice, asking whether such apples could 
be fed out profitably to cattle and other 
kinds of farm stock? In reply to this 


answers from different parts of the coun- 
try, some of which were addressed to me 


___ personally, and_others. were sent tothe}. 


columns of the Voice. And as this isa 
matter of some interest just now, aud will 
always .be so long as apples are raised, to 
farmers everywhere, I thought, perhaps, 
it might be useful to this class. of our fel- 
low citizens to know something of the 
nature of the information gathered. on 
this subject. And_so I clip some few of 
them for the: TowNSsMAN, premising at 
the same time that all the replies were. in 
the same vein of opinion and advice. 


APPLES FROM THREE ORCHARDS. 
_To the Voice.—My father had three ap- 
ple orchards on his farm, the estimated 


yield from which was 1,200 bushels. In 
one the swine for fattenlhg had free run, 


and in the other the shoats and calves had | 


The calves thus fed were 
and stronger than others 
brought to the farm on the following 
spring. Later in the season the’ swine 
had cooked food—half potatoes and half 
apples—with a few pumpkins, some salt, 
and all mixed and mashed with corn meal 
or pea meal. Our hogs were of fine qual- 
ity, some weighing over 800 pounds. 
From the third orchard we gathered the 
apples, and it was my duty to feed them 
‘to the milch cows and beef cattle. Ihave 
never seen such cream before or since. I 
deem apples more valuable for feed, meas- 
ure for measure, than chopped pumpkins.

GOOD FOR FLESH AS WELL AS MILK. 


To The Voice.—A correspondent wishes 
to know if apples can be profitably fed to 
farm stock. I say positively, yes. 1 take 
abuut a peck of apples to a cow, chop 


_ them up with a common shovel, sprinkle 


on about two quarts of meal, and thus use 
them for feed. Apples not only increase 
the flow. of-milk, but put flesh rapidly on 
the stock... I think they are worth double 
used ip this way than when sold to be 
made into cider. I have neighbors who 
will testify the same.

A DECIDED INCREASE IN THE CREAM 
PAIL. 


To The Vowe.—About once in two or 
three years. I take. enough apples to the 
mill to make one. barrel of cider. This 
amount-of-cider keeps the-vinegar barrel 
replenished and, aside from this, no cider 
is allawed on the farm. The greater part 
of my cider apples are fed to cows. *— 

I commence in the early fall by feeding 
a# small ration to-each cow, say from four 
to six quarts. Later on, as the apples gct 
more ripe the acid becomes converted~in- 
to sugar; and the ration can be safely ~in- 
creased to one-half bushel per cow. As a 
reward you will get an increase in milk 
production; and if this ration be balanced 
up with a ration of. wheat bran, a little 
corn meal,.and either cotton-seed, or lin- 
seed-meal, you will. certainly see a. de- 
cided increase in the cream. pail as well.

ALWAYS DECIDED IN FAVOR OF FEEDING. 

To The Voice.—The term ‘‘cider ap- 
ples” 1s an obsolete word with many far- 
mers in my section. I make up a barrel 
of sweet cider for sauce and vinegar about 
every year. Allother apples not fit for 
market or table use are fed to stock. Hogs 
will winter and do well on apples alone 


without grain. or milk if, kept dry and 
“warm. All kinds of “stock do well on 
them. Cows in milk should be fed, judi- 


ciously about a peck each at the morning 
and evening meal. Apples add-to the 
tlow of milk and color to the butter. The 
question of feeding apples to milch cows 
has been brought up many times in our 
_ county Farmers’ and Dairymens’ Associa- 
“tion, and always unanimously décided in 
favor of feeding the apples. But better 
yet, where trees are.not too old and large,

KEEPING UP THE WINTER FLOW OF MILK. 


To The Voice.—As a rule I never sell 
apples for cider.” We make cider only for 
vinegar .and for apple butter, made from 
pure sweet cider, molasses, and the ripest 
and best apples, Our table is supplied 
the year round with this wholesome and 
appetizing food. For thirty years the doc- 
tor and his drugs have not been needed. 
Our orchard produced over 200 barrels of 
marketabie frnit last fall, 
for spot cash, besides from 200 to 300 
bushels of cider ‘apples which were stored 
mn the barn cellar, and fed to milch cows 
since the middle of November. We feed 
a peck. apiece twice'a day, mixed with 
The cows up to 
Jan. 10 have. not lessened jn the flow of 
milk.- We also give rations of apples and 
meal to four spring calves. 

If farmers could also: be persuaded to 
feed their barley to their stock instead of 
wasting it by selling it for malt, the dumb 
animals would say ‘thank you, and the 
farmer would be repaid in dollars and 
cents many fold.

HOW THEY WERE ‘DRIED UP.”’ 


To The Voice.—In reply to Varnum Lin-. 
coln, let me tell my experience. - One of 
the years of the war—I think it was 1864 
—the pastures dried up and the want of 
provender was sorely felt. Apples were 
abundant but hégan-to fall early. They 
were picked up and fed_ to three or four 
cows, at the rate of, half a bushel a day -to 
each. A few young heifers got a smaller 
allowance daily. A neighbor warned me 
that such feeding would ‘‘dry up” the 
cows. And this is how: They ‘‘dried up”’ 
froma small flow of milk and 4 or 5 
pounds of butter per week to a liberal flow 
and 16 to 18 pounds weekly of a better 
quality of butter: When winter came the 
cows were in good condition, and the heif- 
ers fat enough to be sold for~ butchering. 

Since then I have. fed and) have seen- 
others feed apples, sound, half rotten, and 
wholly rotten to cows, and I am convinced 
that it pays. IF would by all means give 
the preference to sound fruit of good va- 
rities, but this is too valuable for stock- 
feeding, The refuse of the:crop may be 
less nutritious, but if fed regularly and as 
liberally as the crop will warrant, 1 think 
no more profitable use can ‘be made of 
wind-falls and other refuse apples.” 

To the objection that only sweet apples 
are fit for stock, and that, sweet or sour, 
they decrease the flow of milk, the best 
answer is—Try it.’ J. S.GALLOWAY. '

Frye of No. Andover on ‘‘The Pews view 
of the Pulpit’”’ is given in full. 

He presented Job 34:3, ‘For the.-ear 
trieth words as the mouth tasteth meat,” 
as his text, amid laughter. He said that 
the pews had a-good deal of sameness 
about them. They occupy the same places 
on successive Sundays, wear their special 
Sunday clothes, and present the same 
cultured, stern or simple expression in 
their faces. Their discernment is quick 


-and penetrating, and their judgment re- 


liable. They never cherish prejudice. 
(Laughter: and applause.) If, im their 
own opinion, they conceive a privilege of 
picturing what the pulpit is, and ought to 
be, they are not to. be accused of egotism: 
When the congregation sees a new man 
in the pulpit it shortly knows him thor- 


control-opinioi: His age; physique, bear- 
ing, dress, manner are_noted and weighed. 
His. voice, heard for the first time in the 
invocation, is taken as a key- note of his 


First_impressions often go.far.to- 


ability, and from. its tones the people 
often decide whether or not they will 
identify themselvas with the service. If 


“fire discloses excellent enunciation a goo 


preacher is expected. A weak, inferior 
voice spoils the effect of. a good sermon. 
If he sports a seal ring, parts his hair in 
the middle, and encircles his neck in a 
high-standing collar, one declares that the 
church. is “altogether too godly for such a 
demonstration. -(Applatse and laughter. ) 
It may pass elsewhere but not among: us. 

If he sings, and sings Well, we are pleased, 
for his musical talents will help out our 
poor ghoir. If he is a poor singer, and 
persists in singing, we hope his efforts 
will not trouble the quartette. Duriug a 
season of prayer we do not like tosee him 
timing himself by the clock. If he prays 
in a sincere manner we doubt his sin- 
cerity. If with unction, ft is not natural. 

He must abide by our desires, and pray 
not longer than 20 minutes before preach- 
ing. If he walks muchin the pulpit we 
denominate hima pedestrian; if he main- 
tains.a position behind the desk he is cer- 
tainly lame; if he looks to the right: or to 
the left he is displaying partiality. If he 
is quite demonstrative and. pounds the 
pulpit, how unlike Christ, we say. Our 
Saviour exhorts us_in_ kindness, never 
commanding. Yet if the pastor is quiet 
inshis delivery we say that he is a good 
man enough, but he clearly is not a Henry 
Ward Beecher. If, while talking, he 
‘keeps his eyes fixed on the ceiling we are 
suspicious of his courage to look us 
squarely in the face. If he is closely con- 
fined to his manuscript he studies but lit- 
tle, and is not familiar with the subject. 
If he quotes much he lacks originality. If 
he rarely uses a quotation he is not a great 
reader, and is not-acquainted with the of- 
fice. If he habitually preaches without 
manuscript we say, ‘‘A perfect. diarrhoea 
of words and constipation of thought.’” 
(Applause and loud laughter.) On the 
other hand, if he always employs manu- 
script we, while acknowledging that. writ- 
ten sermons are generally the deepest and 
best, often feel that it would be a relief if 
he would vary his custom, We cannot 
understand why he needs to speak a sec- 
ond beyond’30 minutes, or write a dis- 
course- which will cover more than this 
time, He will certainly gratify us if he 
will only allow us more time for dinner, 
especially on communion Sunday. (Laugh- 


-| ter.) Wedo not relish his disposition to 


repeat his text three times in announcing 
it, or his premises or propositions, either. 
We are not deaf, and we are never asleep 
at this time. Solomon says, ‘the that re- 
peateth a matter separateth very friends.”’ 
We very much desire that our pastor 
should not play whist or belong to a base 
ball nine. The pastor says, ‘*What shall 
preach?” ‘Repent you, for the king- 
om.of Heaven -is-at hand?” ‘Christ and 
Him Crucified.’’ ‘Only this and nothing 
more.’’ “Yes, all. are good.’”’ ‘Shall I 
preach from a whole or a part of the 
Bible, or from anything else?’ The pew 
generally considers itself competent to an: 
swer these inquiries. Most pastors go to 
a church which is dead, or has experi- 
enced a depression, or is very apathetic. 
It'is not uncommon for a church to de- 
generate some during an interregnum. of 
pastors. . The new comer asks about the 
needs of the parisi almost before he is in- 
stalled. He suddenly ‘becomes familiar 
with his people, and observes opportu-. 
‘nities for their improvement. Changes 
follow in rapid succession..._He; decides 
that the prayer meetings must be held 
earlier or later, or on some other night. 
The songsbooks need changing. The Sun- 
day school, deserves a good overhauling 
and a vigorous shaking up. He appears 
in the school, and dictates to the superin- 
tendent. He concludes, after giving the 
subject thought, that he must preach 
longenor shorter, oftener.or more seldom. 
If he has an afternoon Sunday service he 
will abolish it. If a prayer meeting is 
held he will seek to alter it into a regular 
preaching service. If congregational sing- 
ing has been in vogue he advocates. the 
advantages of ‘choir music; if-a quartette 
furnishéS the singing he urges the wisdom 
of adopting congregational music. We 
are astonished at our pastor’s assurance 
in introducing such innovations. We 
never thought that.the second chapter of 
Revelation applied_to-us:-—We have been 
through-the experience of building a new 
edifice, have had funerals, weddings, bap-

We 
prefer, however, a milder form of én- 
treaty, such as ‘“*Comeuntome, all ye who 
are heavy laden, and I will give you rest.’’ 
This is more soothing to the troubled soul. 
We like the Beattitudes, for they are more 
like us, more as we like to be. Wedo.not 
liké to have the Bible lesson texts read 
exclusively. from the Old or New Testa- 
ment. What we really want is to have 
the whole Word spread out evenly all over 
us, and then gently patteddown. (Laugh- 
ter.) Our pulpit is ours, and it has become 
a necessity not only to admire but to love 
it, The secular press exerts enormous 
power, and certainly the pulpit, which is 
its peer, should have greater influence be- 
cause it is sacred. The pulpit has a world- 
wide dominion; its foundation is the Rock 
of Ages; its text, love everlasting. ‘It 
‘should promulgate far-reaching tenets of 
godliness; its expressions should be at- 
tractive and its example Christ-like. As 
its plane of action is far above the world, 
its efforts should always be to elevate, its 
motto, **Excelsior.’’ It should not stand 
aloof and send men to the mercy-seat, bu 

it should accompany them, hand in hand. 

It should speak in unmistakable and un- 
flinching tones ‘‘the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth,’? warn- 
ing men of the impending punishment of 
their souls, and convincing them of God’s 
love. It should. not. respect \persons, 
things, fashions, or stations, in any way 
detrimental to the Gospel. Tt should aim 
to discourage useless ceremonies, and 
labor to enlighten 1n language compre- 


In conduct it should be di- 
vine, yet always approachable. It should 
be above suspicion, working in perfect 
fidelity. It should be ambitious. only to 
do the Master’s work. The pew is quick 
to hear as well as to see, is often ignorant, 
and is always sensitive. It has an ideal 
‘pulpit in mind. Not a gauly one, nor 
one massive or vichly carved; neither 
high-arch, canopied, or-hung about with 
draperies, and tasselléd with gold; neither 
like Sinai, from which the words issue 
forth as thunder, No, but more like the 
pulpit» Matthew portrays: ‘And seeing 
multitudes, he went up into a mountain 
and He opened His mouth and taught 
them.”

The most appalling calamity that ever 
befell a member of the Cabinet fell upon 
Secretary Tracy Monday morning.

He 
was not told of their fate, but later the 
news was broken to him. He seemed 
dazed, and as if he didh’t comprehend the 
awful fact. He is believed to- be out of 
danger. The President and Vice-Presi- 
dent are with him.

My father was a scholar of pro: 
found erudition and marvelous attain- 
ments; he penetrated further into the 
arcana of philosophy thun—any man 
of his generation; but he was totally 
destitute-of personal ambition, and 
never could be induced to put his dis- 
eoveries and speculations into literary 
form. Hence his name is unknown, 
and, save to the private friends with 
whom he conversed, not a few of 
whom have acquired great reputation - 
by the flowering in them of germs 
that he planted in their minds, his gi- 
ant intellectual stature is as though it 
had never been.

physically as well as mentally; a

With ambition added, he would 
have stood a head and shoulders above” 
the makers of ‘history—a king of the 
world. 

My mother was of another stamp. 
She was beautiful, dark and passion: 
ate; as fierce in her loving as in ber 
hating. I have seen her throw her- 
self upon my father’s ~hereulean 
breast, her swarthy cheék against his 
fair and ruddy one, her jet black hair 
“upon his vellow beard, her wild black 


eyes gazing into the steady blue of his; — 


clinging there like a shaké, and kiss: 


ing hit as the adder strikes poison \ 


into its victim. But her hate—that is 
scarcely to be described. Had destiny 
made her a ruler of nations, like Sémi- 
ramis or Cleopatra, she would have 
made their revenges look pale by con- 
trast with hers; her cruelty towards 
those who. had kindled her resentment 
was as raging and implacable-as fire. 
Not the agony, not the death of her 


-enemies would satisfy her; she must
